From First To Saudia Arabia 
To The Last Voice From Kuwait 


Our guest speaker at the March 
meeting, Lee Wareham, KL7DTH, 
took his audience with him on a trek 
from the cold outback of Alaska to the 
hot desert of Saudia Arabia. In 
between, he told us of his adventures 
in Providenya, the Bering Strait (or 
on it!), Panama and Puerto Rico, with 
the Alascom Quick Response Satellite 
Ground Stations. 


The program traced the 
developement of the quick response 
unit and equipment from its 
beginnings in 1976 when Alascom 
was asked by the military to assist in 
a Long Range patrol exercise. We 
heard about evolution of the 
equipment as well as the people Lee 
met and worked with along the way. 


Lee and company were there for the 
Friendship Flight to Providenya in 
1988, the Bering Bridge Expedition 
in 1989, the Noriega pickup in 
Panama and the Hurrican Hugo 
clean up in Puerto Rico. 


However, the longest assignment for 
the group was with Desert Storm. 
One of the Health and Welfare 
‘telephone’ stations set up by Alascom 


handled over 490,000 morale calls 
from the 3rd Amoured Cavalry site. 


As a follow up to the March program, 
Rick Marvin, KL7HF, will bring a 
new ARRL videotape to the April 
meeting about the “Last Voice From 
Kuwait". The program will show us 
what was happening on the other 
side of the lines while Abdul Jabbar 
Marafi, 9K2DZ (& A92ET) was 
operating clandestinely on the 
AMTOR APLINK nets. 


Abdul relayed many health and 
welfare messages to and from Kuwait 
during the occupation and was also 
able to get out information that 
assisted us during the conflict.

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REAL LIFE SKETCHES

Dear Harvey, 


Was sure surprized to get your letter. Haven't had contact with any Alaskan hams in quite some time - 
although my XYL Nancy (ex-KL7ANG) talks to Maggie Fulton now and then on the telephone (just about 
called it the "land-line” - but it sure isn't that any more what with satelites and all that!) 


Now that I think on it a little, I guess I was the first trustee of KL7AA - at least I was the first one to put it 
on the air. We first fired it up actively to send code-practice as a club activity. We had obtained some 
Boehme equipment as a donation from somebody, and could get tapes from ARRL - so away we went. 
Several other guys pitched in to help with the sessions, which if I remember right, were on the air 3 nights 
a week. I was always the physical custodian of the equipment (transmitter and the tape equipment - 
although we frequently used my rig as the transmitter). 


This program went on, off and on, for four or five years - and it seemed to really be used by a lot of the 
prospective hams. It was fun most of the time, but after a few years, got pretty boring. The really fun 
times were when we had a special onece-a-month session in which we suspended normal practice 
transmissions, and sent five-minute transmissions at every five-word per minute speeds clear up to 40 
wpm. We had a number of old-timers in the CW business scattered around Alaska, and we had some 
interesting feedback from the, when they tuned in just to see if they could still "cut-it". but that high- 
speed stuff sure took a lot of tape! 


This chit-chat is really begging the issue on why you wrote - when, where, and how did the club get the 
AA call? On this, I am afraid I'm not going to be able to shed much light. At that time, Harold DeVoe was 
FCC Inspector, and I contacted him. Some of us in the club had heard that the club had the club call of 
KLT7AA, and Harold verified that this was true. He sent me an FCC form which I filled out, and the club 
voted me trustee, we sent the form in, and I got the license! 


Who originally applied for the call, etc., I have no idea - although, for some reason I can't explain, the 
name Crowley seems associated with that call. He was an engineer at the national Bureau of Standards in 
a lab there in Anchorage, and an active ham. Maybe this will tickle someone else's memory about this. 
My call was KL7BK, and I got it in '46, so not too much time could have elapsed from the start of re- 
licensing in ‘46 (which is when it started) when AA would have been issued. 


Well, I have trouble with never signing off, and I've run on and on without telling you what you want to 
know, so I WILL call it quits. If there is more I might help with, let me know.

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Part Two Of A Six Part Investigative Scientific Research Series Into 


AURORA DISTURBANCES ON HF PROGAGATION

Now that we have established the fact that much 
scientific research has gone into the strange effects 
that the Aurora has on HF propagation, let us dig 
deeper into some not so scientific observations this 
writer has discovered. 


First, we have to establish that the Aurora 
Borealis, or Northern Lights are only found in the 
Northern Hemisphere, and that the 
center of this Hemisphere is the North 
Pole. Therefore, if one stands at this pole, 
any direction one faces must be South.

There have been reports of signals being reflected 
off this unseen monster, and their reception has 
been weak and watery, however these signals do 
not exist in the area where the lights are observed. 


Through the history of mankind, there have been 
those who have set out to discover those things lost 
by our ancestors. Man has discovered the hidden 
chambers of the Pyramids, the Hairy Mammoth of 
the ice ages, and the prehistoric birds and animals 
trapped in ice and limestone formations 
throughout the world. I feel that there are many 
things that we mortals have not yet discovered, 
and that the age of discovery will continue for 
many years to come.

operating a proposed ionospheric 
research facility at Gakona or 
Clear, Alaska.

The HAARP consists of the 
following units: 


The Tonosphere Research 
Instrument (IRI) will operate 
and frequency hop from 2.78 to 
10.0 MHz with the power level 
over one (1) gegawatt ERP. The 
antenna beam will cover a 
maximum cone angle of 60 
degrees centered on the zenith. 


Another unit called a Vertical 
Incidence Sounder (VIS) will 
transmit in the 1.0 to 15.0 MHz 
band operating at a lower power. 
This unit will be used to select 
the operating frequencies of the 
main unit.

Still another unit called a 
Incoherent Scatter Radar (ISR) 
would transmit in the 440- 
450MHz band. It will be used as 
a diagnostic instrument for 
detailed assessments of 
background ionosphere and 
changes induced by the main 
unit. this unit may be located at 
Bear Creek. 


An Optical Imager and 
Magnetometer, and Light 
Detection and Ranging (LIDAR) 
unit. 


The HAARP emitters will not 
operate continuously. The main 
unit will operate up to five 
campaigns a year, each of a four 
week duration of eight hours a 
day. The VIS unit would 
operate 12 hours a day during 
the same period and the ISR 
would operate every half hour 
during periods when the main 
unit is not operating. 


It is not known what effect this 
HAARP unit will have on HF 
transmissions in Alaska, the 
DEIS claims none. This is based 
on data from a similar unit 
currently operating in Troms, 
Norway. 


Depending on distance and type 
of device, the following 
equipment will be impacted: 
Cellular = Telephones, HF 
communications, Television 
Broadcast, AM radio, VHF radio 
and Avionics. 


The possibility exists that 
distorting the ionosphere with 
the HAARP may _ enhance, 
degrade or completely black out 
HF and VHF communications 
during its period of operation.

In addition to the above 
proposed installation, the 
University of Alaska is proposing 


to build and operate via remote 
control, a HF research radar 
near King Salmon. It will 
operate in the bankd of 6 to 20 
MHz, with a different frequency 
to be selected each day. the 
maximum ERP will be near 2 
megawatts of pulsed power. the 
beam width would be 52 degrees 
and the azimuth near 45 degrees 
from King Salmon. This would 
put Anchorage in the beam of 
the transmitter. 


Between these two units, there 
is a possibility that the 
ionosphere could so screwed that 
we could encounter interference 
to all HF communications during 
the periods of operation. The 
VHF shot between Anchorage 
and Minchumina could very well 
be affected. There is no way of 
predicting which way the affect 
will be, positive and re-enforced 
or negative with total black out. 


Limited copies of the 
"Electromagnetic and RAdio 
Frequency Interference" which 
was extracted from the DEIS 
document can be obtained from 
myself (see below). If you would 
like to read the entire 
environmental impact document, 
I can make it available on a very 
short term basis, for I am 
required to comment before the 
deadline.
